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G.S.R. 1813. In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the 
Defence of India Act, 1962 (51 of 1962), the Central Government hereby 
makes the following rules further to amend the Defence of India Rules, 
1962 ( published with the notification of overnment of India in the 
Ministry of Home Affairs No. G.S.R. 1465 , dated the 5th November, 1962 ), 
namely : 

1. These rules may be called the Defence of India ( Second Amend . 
ment) Rules, 1962. 

2. In rule 2 of the Defence of India Rules, 1962 (hereinafter referred 
to as the said rules ), clauses ( 1 ) and ( 2 ) shall be omitted : 
3. In rule 30 of the said rules, 
( a ) in sub-rule ( 1), for the words " maintenance of peaceful condl 

tions in any part of India or the efficient conduct of military 
operations" , the words "maintenance of peaceful conditions 
in any part of India , the efficient conduct of military opera 
tions or the maintenance of supplies and services essential 

to the life of the community , shall be substituted ; 
( 706 
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( b ) after sub -rule (6 ), the following sub -rule shall be inserted , 

namely , 
" (6A ) An order under clause ( b ) of sub-rule ( 1 ) may be executed 

at any place in India in the manner provided for the 
execution of warrants of arrest under the Code of 

Criminal Procedure, 1898." ; 
(c ) in sub -rule ( 7 ) , for the words " order made under this rule," 

the words, brackets, letter and figure " order made under 
this rule , other than an order under clause ( b ) of sub - rule 

(6 ) ," shall be substituted . 
4. After rule 30 of the said rules , the following rule shall be inserted , 
namely : 

30A . Review of detention orders- (1 ) In this rule 
( a ) " detention order" means an order made under clause ( b ) of 

sub- rule ( 1) of rule 30 ; 
( b ) " State Government does not include the Administrator of a 

Union territory (hereafter in this rule referred to as the 

Administrator ) . 
( 2 ) Every detention order shall be reviewed in accordance with the 

provisions hereinafter contained . 
( 3 ) A detention order made by the Central Government or the State 

Government or the Administrator shall be reviewed by the 
Central Government or the State Government or the Adminis 

trator, as the case may be. 
(4 ) A detention order made by an officer (who shall in no case be 

lower in rank than that of a District Magistrate ) empowered 

by the State Government or the Administrator shall be reviewed- . 
( a ) in the case of an order made by an officer empowered by the 

State Government, by a reviewing authority consisting of 
any such two officers from among the following officers of 
that Government, that is to say, the Chief Secretary, a 
member of the Board of Revenue, a Financial Commissioner 
and a Commissioner of a Division , as be specified by 

that Government by notification in the Official Gazette ; 
(b ) in the case of an order made by an officer empowered by the 

Administrator, by the Administrator himself. 
(5 ) Where a detention order is made by an officer empowered by 

the State Government or the Administrator, that officer shall 
forthwith report the fact to the reviewing authority referred 
to in clause ( a ) of sub -rule (4 ) or , as the case may be, to the 

Administrator. 
(6 ) On the receipt of a report under sub-rule (5 ) 
( a ) the reviewing authority referred to in clause (a ) of sub -rule 

( 4 ) shall, after taking into account all the circumstances of 
the case , recommend to the State Government that the 
detention order may be confirmed or cancelled and thereupon 
that Government shall either confirm or cancel the order as 
it may deem fit in the light of the recommendation ; 


nder sub-rute 


(b ) the Administrator shall, after taking into account all the 

circumstances of the case, either confirm the detention 

order or cancel it : 
( 7 ) Every detention order made by an officer empowered by a State 

Government and confirmed by it under clause (a ) of sub -rule (6 ), 
unless such order is cancelled in the meantime by that Govern . 
ment, shall be reviewed by the reviewing authority referred to 
in clause ( a ) of sub -rule (4 ) at intervals of not more than six 
months and in the light of the recommendation of that autho 
rity, the State Government shall decide whether the order should 

be continued or cancelled. 
(8 ) Every detention order made by an officer empowered by the 

Administrator and confirmed by him under clause ( b ) of sub 
rule (6 ) and every detention order made by the Administrator 
himself, shall be reviewed at intervals of not more than six months 
by the Administrator who shall decide upon such review whether 

the order should be continued or cancelled . 
( 9 ) Every detention order made by the Central Government or the 

State Government shall be reviewed at intervals of not more 
than six months by the Government who made the order and 
upon such review that Government shall decide whether the 

order should be continued or cancelled . 
( 10 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in the foregoing provisions 

of this rule, any detention order may at any time be cancelled 
(a ) by the Central Government, where the order has been made 

by that Government; 
(b ) by the State Government, where the order has been made by 

that Government or any officer empowered by it ; 
( c ) by the Administrator , where the order has been made by the 

Administrator or any officer empowered by him ."! 
5. In rule 35 of the said rules , 
( a ) in sub -clause ( c ) of clause ( 2 ), for the words " confidential 

document" , the words " confidential document belonging to, 

or the contents of any document" shall be substituted ; 
( b ) in sub- clause ( g ) of clause (5 ), after the word " invention ," , 

the word " design ," shall be inserted and for the words " use 
of" , the words " use of, or the result of any scientific or 

technological research relating to," shall be substituted. 
6. In sub -rule ( 1 ) of rule 36 of the said rules.- 
( a ) in clause (a ), after the word "machinery," , the words " scientific 

equipment," shall be inserted ; 
(b ) in clause ( d ), after the words "mine or factory " at the end , 

the words "or any laboratory or institution where scientific 

or technological research is conducted " shall be.inserted . 
After rule 40 of the said rules, the following rule shall be inserted . 
namely : 
" 40A . Acts likely to ass& st military operations of the enemy.-- If 

any person does any act which is likely to give assistance 


to the naval, military or air operations of the enemy, 
he shall be punishable with imprisonment for a term which 

may extend to seven years, or with fine, or with both ." 
8. In clause ( a ) of sub- rule ( 1 ) of rule 41 of the said rules , for the 
word " acts" , the word " act" shall be substituted. 

9 . After clause ( e ) of sub-rule ( 1) of rule 45 of the said rules, the 
following clauses shall be inserted, namely : 
" ( f) direct the keeper of the press used for the purpose of printing 

or publishing such document to deposit as security, within 
such period as that Government may in each case specify , 
such amount (which may at the option of the keeper of 
the press be deposited either in money or in Government 

securities ) as that Government may think fit to require ; 
(g ) where such security has been deposited , declare the same to 

be forfeited to Government if the press or premises are 

thereafter used for any such purpose ; 
(h ) where such security has not been deposited or where the press 

or premises are used for any such purpose even after the 
security has been forfeited under clause (g ) , direct that the 

press or premises shall be closed down." 
10. In sub - rule ( 1 ) of rule 53 of the said rules, for the words and 
figures " sections 388 and 389" , the word and figures " section 397" shall 
be substituted. 

11. After sub -rule ( 4 ) of rule 57 of the said rules , the following Expla 
nation shall be inserted , namely : 
" Explanation : - In this sub-rule, " prisoners shall mean prisoners 

confined by order of a Court." 
12 . After rule 105 of the said rules, the following rule shall be inserted, 
namely : 
" 105 - A . Seizure of Aircraft .- ( 1 ) The Central Government may, 

by order, require the seizure of any aircraft belonging to 
the enemy, or any aircraft or class of aircraft which is 
owned , controlled or operated by, or is in the possession cr 
custody of, any person domiciled or resident in an enemy 
territory, or any aircraft or class of aircraft, the operation 
of which is likely to aid or assist the enemy or is likely to 

be prejudicial to the defence of India or public safety . 
( 2 ) Without prejudice to the generality of the foregoing powers, an 

order made under sub - rule ( 1 ) may 
(i) provide for any authority, or empower any authority specified 

therein , by which any of the powers conferred by this rule 

is to be exercised ; 
(ii) require any aircraft or class of aircraft to be placed at the 

disposal of any authority specified therein ." . 
13. In the third proviso at the end of rule 111, and in the second 
proviso to rule 112, of the said rules, after the words " assessing the 
compensation " , the brackets and words " ( or within such further period 
as the Tribunal may, for suficient cause , allow ) " shall be inserted. 
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14. In rule 125 of the said rules, 
( a ) at the end of sub-rule ( 2 ), the following shall be inserted , 

namely : 
" or for preventing any corrupt practice or abuse of authority 

in respect of any such matter " ; 
(b ) in sub -rule ( 3 ) , 
( i) after clause ( a ), the following clause shall be inserted, 

namely : 
" (aa) for regulating or prohibiting any class of commercial 

or financial transactions in respect of any article or 
thing which , in the opinion of the Government are, or, 
if not regulated or prohibited , are likely to be, detri 

mental to any of the purposes specified in sub- rule (2 ) ;" ; 
(ii) in clause (c ), after the words " as may be specified in the 

order" , the following shall be inserted , namely : 
" and if the order relates to food -grains, at such price as 

may be specified in the order having regard to 
(i) the maximum price, if any, fixed by order under clause 

( e ) or by or under any other law for the time 
being in force , for the grade or variety of foodgrains 

to which the order under this clause applies ; and 
( ii ) the price for that grade or variety of foodgrains pre 

vailing or likely to prevail during the post-harvest 

period in the area to which the order applies ;" : 
(iii) after clause (d ), the following clauses shall be 

inserted namely : 
" (dd ) for securing the production, manufacture. 

supply or sale according to the prescribed 
standards and specifications, of any ariticle 
or thing appearing to the Government essen 
tial to any of the purposes specified in sub 

rule ( 2 ) ; 
(ddd ) for the minimum and maximum stock of any 

article or thing appearing to the Government 
essential to any of the purposes specified in 
sub -rule (2 ) , to be held by any consumer or 
by any producer, manufacturer, distributor, 

dealer or other person ;" ; 
(c )for sub-rule (9 ), the following sub- rule shall be substituted , 

namely : 
" ( 9 ) ( a ) If any person contravenes, any order made under 

this rule , he shall be punishable with imprisonment 
for a term which may extend to three years, or 

with fine, or with both : 
Provided that if any person contravenes any order made under 

this rule by resorting to any corrupt practice or other 
mala fide action or by influencing any person to abuse his 
authority, he shall be punishable with imprisonment lor : 
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term which may extend to geven years, or with fine, or 

with both . 
( c ) If any order made under this rule so provides, any court trying 

a contravention of the order may direct that any property in 
respect of which the Court is satisfied that the order has 

been contravened shall be forfeited to Government." . 
15. After rule 125 of the said rules, the following rule shall be inserted , 

namely : 
" 125A . Management of Essential Undertakings.- ( 1 ) In this rule, 

unless the context otherwise requires, " undertaking 

means 
( a ) any undertaking (including an undertaking vested in , or con 

trolled or managed by , a local authority ) which is engaged in 
the production , generation, supply, distribution or provision of 
water, transport, fuel, light, electricity or other power, or 
any other thing or service which is notified by the Govern 

ment as essential to the life of the community ; 
(b ) any system of public conservancy and sanitation and any 

hospital or dispensary ; 
and also includes any part or property of an undertaking. 
( 2). If it appears to the Central Government or the State Govern 

ment that for maintaining supplies and services essential to 
the life of the community , it is necessary to take over the manage. 
ment of any undertaking, that Government may, by notified 
order, authorise any person or body of persons to take over 
the management of any undertaking specified in the order and 
thereupon such undertaking shall be managed in accordance 

with the provisions of that order: 
Provided that powers under this sub -rule shall not be exercised by 

the State Government in respect of a company to which the 

Companies Act, 1956 applies. 
( 3 ) Any notified order issued under sub- rule ( 2 ) shall have effect 

unless it is cancelled earlier , for such period as may be specified 
in the order or for the period of operation of the Defence of 

India Act , 1962, whichever is less: 
Provided that if the Government is of opinion that it is expedient in 

the public interest so to do, it may from time to time extend the 
period of operation of an order issued under sub -rule ( 2 ) for 
such period as may be specified by a subsequent order, but in 
no case extending beyond the period of operation of the Defence 

of India Act , 1962. 
. (4 ) On the issue of a notified order under sub -rule (2 ) authorising 
...::: the taking over of the management of an undertaking, 
**(a ) all persons in charge of the management (whether known 

as managers, directors, or by any other designation ) of that 
undertaking immediately before the issue of the notified order , 

shall be deemed to have vacated their office as such ; 
(b ) any statutory or other authority in charge of the manage 

ment of such an undertaking shall cease to exercise any 
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powers of management in relation thereto and the Govern 
ment may, by that or any other order , make such provisions 

in relation to that authority as it may deem fit ; 
( c ) any contract of management between the undertaking any 

any managing agent or any director thereof holding office as 
such immediately before the issue of the notified order shall 

be deemed to have been terminated ; 
( d ) The person or body of persons authorised under sub -rule ( 2 ) 

to take over the management shall take all such steps as may 
be necessary to take into his or their custody or control all 
the property , effects and actionable claims to which the under 
taking is or appears to be entitled , and all the property and 
effects of the undertaking shall be deemed to be in the custody 
of the person or, as the case may be, the body of persons as 

from the date of the notified order ; 
( e ) the persons, if any, authorised under sub-rule (2 ) to take over 

the management of an undertaking which is a company shall 
be for all purposes the directors of the undertaking duly cons 
tituted under the Companies Act, 1956 and shall alone be 
entitled to exercise all the powers of the directors of the 
undertaking, whether such powers are derived from the said 
Act or from the memorandum or articles of association of 

the undertaking or from any other source. 
(5 ) Subject to the other provisions of this rule and to the direction 

and control of the Central Government or the State Govern . 
* ment, as the case may be, the person or body of persons autho 

rised to take over the management of an undertaking shall take 
such steps as may be necessary for the purpose of efficiently 
managing the functions of the undertaking and shall exercise 
such other powers and have such other duties as may be speci 

fied in the notified order under sub- rule ( 2 ). 
(6 ) The person or body of persons authorised under sub- rule ( 2 ) 

shall (notwithstanding anything contained in the memorandum 
or articles of association of the undertaking if it is a company) , 
exercise his or their functions in accordance with such direc.. 
tions as may be given by the Government so , however, that he 
or they shall not have any power to give any other person any 
directions under this sub -rule inconsistent with the provisions 
of any Act or instrument determining the functions of the 
authority carrying on the undertaking except in so far as they 
may be specifically provided by the notified order under sub 

rule ( 2 ) . 
( 7 ) No person who ceases to hold any office by reason of the pro 

visions contained in clause . ( a ) of sub -rule (4 ) or whose cont 
ract of management is terminated by reason of the provisions 
contained in clause ( c ) of that sub -rule and no authority who 
ceases to exercise any powers by reason of the provisions con 
tained in clause (b ) of that sub - rule , shall be entitled to any 
compensation for the loss of office or for premature termi 
nation of his contract of management or for the cesser of the 
powers of management, as the case may be: 
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Provided that nothing contained in this sub -rule shall affect the right 

of any such person or authority to recover from the undertak 
ing monies recoverable otherwise than by way of such compen 

sation . 
( 8 ) Where the management of an undertaking, being a company as 

defined in the Companies Act, 1956, is taken over by the Central 
Government, then , notwithstanding anything contained in the 
said Actor in the memorandum or articles of association of 

such undertaking, -- 
( a ) It shall not be lawful for the shareholders of such undertak 

ing or any other person to nominate or appoint any person 

to be a director of that undertaking ; 
(b ) no resolution passed at any meeting of the shareholders of 

such undertaking shall be given effect to unless approved by 

the Central Government; 
(c ) no proceeding for the winding up of such undertaking or for 

the appointment of a receiver in respect thereof shall lie in 

any Court except with the concent of the Central Government; 
and subject to the provisions aforesaid and subject to such other 

exceptions, restrictions and limitations, if any , as the Central 
Government may, by notification, specify in this behalf, the 
Companies Act, 1956, shall continue to apply to such undertaking 
In the same manner as it applied thereto before the issue of 

the notified order under sub-rule ( 2 ). 
( 9 ) If at any time it appears to the Central Government or the 

State Government, as the case may be, that the purpose of the 
order made under sub -rule ( 2 ) has been fulfilled or that for any 
other reason it is not necessary that the order should remain 
in force, the Central Government or the State Government, as 
the case may be, may, by notified order , direct that the order made 
under sub-rule ( 2 ) shall stand cancelled with effect from such date 
as may be specified therein and on the cancellation of the order 
made under sub -rule ( 2 ) , the undertaking shall be managed 
in accordance with the provisions of the Act or other instru 
ment, if any, by which it was managed immediately before the 
issue of that order, so however that steps , if any, in relation 
to the management of the undertaking may be taken on the 

making of the order of cancellation under this sub -rule ." 
16. After rule 126 of the said rules , the following rule . shall be 

inserted , namely : 
" 126 - A . Essential Services.- ( 1 ) This rule applies to all employ 

ment under the Central Government or the State Government 
and to any employment or class of employment which the Central 
Government or the State Government, being of opinion that 
such employment or class of employment is essential for secur 
ing the defence of India and civil defence, the public safety, the 
maintenance of public order , or the efficient conduct of military 
operations, or for maintaining supplies and services necessary 
to the life of the community , may, by notification , declare to 
be an employment or class of employment to which this rule 
applies. 


Explanation . For the purpose of this rule, " employment" includes 

• employment of any nature, and whether paid or unpaid . 
( 2 ) The Central Government or the State Government may, by general 

or special order, direct that any person or persons engaged in 
any employment to which this rule applies, shall not depart out 
of such area or areas as may be specified in such order . Any 
order issued under this sub -rule shall be published in such manner 
as the Government making the order considers best calculated 
.to bring it to the notice of the persons affected by the order. 
(3 ) Any person engaged in any employment or class of employment 

to which this rule applies, who, 
( a ) disobeys any lawful order given to him in the course of such 

employment, or 
( b ) without reasonable excuse abandons any such employment or 

absents himself from work , or 
( c ) departs from any area specified in an order under sub -rule (2 ) 

without the consent of the authority making that order, 
and any employer of any person engaged in an employment or class 

of employment to which this rule applies, who without reason 

able cause , 
(i) discontinues the employment of such person , or 
( ii ) by closing an establishment in which such person is engaged 

causes the discontinuance of his employment, 

shall be deemed to have contravened this rule . 
Explanation 1.-- The fact that a person apprehends that by con 

tinuing in his employment he may be exposed to increased physi 
cal danger is not a reasonable excuse within the meaning of 

clause ( b ) . 
Explanation 2. -A person abandons his employment within the 

meaning of clause (b ), who notwithstanding that it is an express 
or implied term of his contract of employment that he may 
terminate his employment on giving notice to his employer of 
his intention to do so , so terminates his employment without 

the previous consent of his employer. 
(4 ) The Central Government or the State Government may by order 

regulate the wages and other conditions of service of persons 
or of any class of persons engaged in any employment or class 

of employment to which this rule applies. 
(5 ) If any person contravenes any provision of this rule or of any 

order made under this rule, he shall be punishable, without pre 
judice to any action which may be taken against him linder 
any other law for the time being in force, with imprisonment 
for a term which may extend to one year, or with fine, or with 

both ." 
17. In rule 134 of the said rules, after sub -rule ( 2 ), the following 
sub -rules shall be inserted , namely : 
" (3 ) The Central Government or the State Government may, with a 

view to obtaining any space or accommodation under sub -rule 
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( 1 ) or to determining the compensation payable therefor, by 
order require any person to furnish to such authority as may be 
specified in the order such information in his possession as may 

be so specified . 
• (4 ) If any person contravenes any order made in pursuance of this 

rule, he shall be punishable with imprisonment for a term which 

may extend to six months, or with fine, or with both . 
( 5 ) In this rule "competent authority " means the Central Govern 

ment or the State Government or any person appointed by the 
Central Government or the State Government to exercise the 

powers of competent authority under this rule." 
18 . After rule 134 of the said rules, the following rule shall be inserted , 
Asmely : 
" 134- A . Eviction of unauthorised persons from public premises. 

( 1 ) Where the Central Government is of opinion that any public 
premises ( as defined in the Public Premises (Eviction of Un 
authorised Occupants) Act, 1958 ) are required for any purpose 
connected with the defence of India and civil defence, the public 
safety or interest, the efficient conduct of military operations 
or the maintenance of supplies and services essential to the life 
of the community , and the Central Government is satisfied that 
such premises are in unauthorised occupation as defined in that 
Act , the Central Government may, after recording the reasons 
for such satisfaction , make an order of eviction directing that 
the public premises shall be vacated by all persons who may be 
in occupation thereof or of any part thereof within such period 

as may be specified in the order. 
( 2 ) If any person refuses or fails to comply with the order of evic 

tion within the period specified therein , any officer authorised 
by the Central Government in this behalf (hereafter in this rule 
referred to as the authorised officer ) may evict that person 
from , and take possession of, the public premises and may for 

that purpose use such force as may be necessary. 
(3 ) If any obstruction is offered or, in the opinion of the authorised 

officer, is likely to be offered, to the taking possession of the 
public premises , the authorised officer may obtain necessary 

police assistance . 
(4 ) Where any public premises of which possession is to be taken 

over is found locked or bolted from inside, the authorised officer 
may, in the presence of two witnesses, break open the lock or 
open or cause to be opened any door, gate or other barrier and 

enter the premises: 
Provided that 
( 1) as far as possible no entry shall be made into , or no possession 

shall be taken of, a public premises before sunrise or after 

sunset ; 
(il) where any public premises are forced open , an Inventory 

of the property and articles found in the premises shall be 
made in the presence of two witnesses and after giving not less

than three days notice to the persons from whom possession 
of the public premises has been taken to remove the property 
and articles, the authorised officer may remove or cause to 
be removed or dispose of by public auction any property or 
articles remaining in such premises; and the sale proceeds, 
if any, shall, after deducting the expenses of the sale and 
the amount, if any, due to the Central Government on account 
of arrears of rent and damages, be deposited in the principal 
civil court of original jurisdiction in the district in which 
the premises are situated, for payment to such person or 

persons as are entitled to receive the same. 
(5 ) If any person does not vacate the public premises in compliance

The following institutions may be established and maintained in 
common by two or more Panchayats : 

(i) Agricultural stores-cum -museums; 
( ii ) Nurseries for supply of seedlings; 
(iii) Workshops for making and repairing of agricultural imple 

ments and machinery ; 
(iv) Artificial insemination centres and poultry units ; 
(v) Institutions for developing forets or woodlands for the supply 

of fuel, timber , fodder and green leaves ;

(viii) Cominon rural arts, crafts and industries training centres; 
( ix ) Hospitals and sanatoria ; 
(x ) Institutions for conducting anti-malarial and anti- filarial 

operations; 
(xi) Crafts and dress -making centres; 
(xii) Beggar homes, shelters for the destituto etc. and 
(xiii) Co- operative institutions 
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3. Management to be regulated by special regulations. *** 

The management of the common insiitutions shall be governed by 
regulations framed by the Panchayats concerned and the regulations 
shall not have effect unless assented to by each of the Panchayats con 
cerned and approved by the Deputy Director . Such regulationsmay 
be varied or revoked with the approval of the Deputy Director pro 
vided all the Panchayats conceined assent to such variation or revo 
cation . 

4. Authority for immediate control and management. * 
* The immcdiate control and management of the institution shall 
vest in the Panchayat within the area of which the institution is 
situated .

1. These rules may be called " Rules for the grant of los 
to individuals for the purchase of milch cattle" . 

2. Loan under these rules may be sanctioned to indiviilisis 
for purchase of milch cattle .

3. The maximum amount of loan that may be sanctioned 
to an individual under these rules shall be Rs. 500. An indivi 
dual may however be eligible for a second loan after the re 
payment in full of the first loan . 

4. Application for the loan shall be made to the Co-opera 
jurisdrsnestor of the Dairy Development Department having 
operative Inspector on receipt of the application shall make 
such enquiries as he deems fit regarding the purpose and bona 
fides of the applicant and forward the application to the Director 
of Dairy Development through the Assistant Dairy Officer with 
his recommendation . 

5. The Director of Dairy Development shall be competent 
to sanction the loan . , 

6. The loan shall bear interest at 5 per cent per annum . 
Penal interest at 212 per cent per annum over and above the 
normal rate of interest will be levied for defaulted payments. 

7. The repayment of the entire loan with interest shall be 
made in 11 instalments. The repayment of principal shall be 
made in 10 equal monthly instalments and the interest in lump 
in one instalment thereafter. The first instalment of repay 
ment shall fall due after the expiry of two months from the 
date of disbursement of the loan . Subsequent instalments shall 
be paid on the corresponding dates of the succeeding months . 
Repayment shall be made by remittance in the nearest treasury 
or by cash payment to the Co-operative Inspector of the Dairy 
Development Department for which a receipt should be obtained 
from him . 

8. The loanee shall utilise the loan for the purpose for which 
it is granted within one month from the date of disbursement 
of the loan . He shall furnish to the Director of Dairy Develop 
ment a utilisation certificate from the Co- operative Inspector of 
the Dairy Development Department within forty- five days from 
the date of receipt of loan . If the loan amount is not utilised 
for the purpose for which it was granted within such period , 
the loan shall forthwith become payable to Government and 
shall be remitted by the loanee in full in one lump sum together 
with interest, if any, due thereon till the date of repayment 
and such sum not exceeding the amount of the loan as may be 
fixed by the authority , who granted the loan, towards damages. 

9. The Director of Dairy Development shall be responsible 
for the proper maintenance of the accounts and registers and 
for watching the recovery of the loan . 

10. If the value of the milch cattle purchased by individual 
milk producer is less than the loan received by an individual 
from the Government for the purpose , the advance in excess 
of the purchase price of the milch cattle shall forthwith , be 
refunded to Government by remittance in the nearest treasury 
or by cash payment to the Director of Dairy Development for 
which a receipt should be obtained without waiting for the 
expiry of the period for which the loan was sanctioned . 
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11. When a loanee is in default either in respect of an 
instalment of principal interest, any sum paid may be appro 
priated in the following manner or in any other manner as the 
authority who sanctioned the loan may deem fit, namely :-- 

( 1 ) Penal interest. 
( 2 ) Interest. 

( 3 ) Principal, 
12. The milch cattle purchased with the loan shall not be 
parted with , pledged , sold or otherwise disposed of or trans 
ferred without the previous sanction in writing of the Dairy 
Officer Assistant Dairy Officer having jurisdiction over the area 
so long as there is any balance outstanding to the Government, 
provided that where the Dairy Officer Assistant Dairy Officer 
considers that it is not economic for the loanee to retain with 
him the animal, he may in writing permit the loanee to dispose 
of the animal, subject to the following conditions: 

( i) The loanee shall replace the animal with one or more 
fresh animals the value of which as estimated by the Dairy 
Officer Assistant Dairy Officer shall not be less than the amount 
due from the loanee to Government at the time of replacement. 

( ii) The loanee shall execute a fresh bond hypothecating 
the new animal or animals as security . 

13. The Dairy Officer Assistant Dairy Officer shall not give 
permission to dispose of animals, to any loanee on more than 
one occasion in respect of any particular advance sanctioned 
to him . 

14. The loanee purchasing milch cattle with the aid of an 
advance obtained under these rules shall immediately after 
purchasing the cattle or obtaining the advance as the case 
may be, execute a bond in favour of the Government in Form 
A offering the cattle, as security for the loan . The bond 
shall be returned to the loanee only after the loan and the 
interest thereon are fully repaid . 
1 . 

15. Every individual obtaining an advance shall, besides 
executing the bond referred to in rule 14 furnish as security, 
immovable property of the value of the loan or personal 
security of not less than two sureties, each solvent to the 
extent of the amount of the loan or one surety solvent to the 
extent of twice the amount of the loan . The advance shall 
not be disbursed before the security is furnished . The bond 
shall be in Form B or Form C as the case may be. 

16. Until the repayment of the loan in full with interest, 
the loanee shall keep the milch cattle insured against death 
due to disease or accident, for the full value, to the satisfaction 
of the Director of Dairy Development . Such insurance shall 
be effected within one month from the date of purchase and the 
policy endorsed in favour of the Governor. 

17. If at any time the Director of Dairy Development is 
satisfied that the loanee has violated any one or more of the 
conditions under which the loan has been sanctioned , or that 


the loan has not been used for the purpose for which it was 
intended or that the loanee has committed two consecutive 
defaults in the payment of the instalments, or has committed 
breach of all or any of these rules, the Director of Dairy 
Development shall after recording the grounds for his decision , 

e loan foruthe recovery of the entire outstanding amount 
18. All amounts Orderod to be recovered under these rules 
shall be recoverable as an arrear of land revenue under the 
provisions of the Revenue Recovery Act for the time being 
in force or in such other manner as the Government may deem 
fit. 

19. If any doubt or dispute arises as to the construction 
or implication of any of these rules or to any matter under 
pertaining to or in respect of these rules, such doubts shall be 
referred to Government for decision and their decision shall be 
final and binding on the loanee and the sureties. 


Rules for the Grant of Loans to Milk Supply Co-operative 

Societies for the purchase of Cattle by their Members . 
1 . 

These rules may be called " Rules for the grant of loan 
to Co-operative Societies for the purchase of Milch Cattle by 
their members" . 

2. Loans under these rules may be granted to Co -operative 
Milk Societies for giving loans to their members for the pur 
chase of milch cattle. 

3. The maximum amount of loan that may be sanctioned to 
a Co -operative Society under these rules shall be Rs. 10,000 
subject to the borrowing power of the Society . 

4. The Director of Dairy Development shall be competent 
to sanction loans upto Rs. 5,000 . Loans exceeding Rs. 5,000 
shall be sanctioned by Government. 

5. All applications for loans under these rules shall be 
made to the Dairy Officers Assistant Dairy Officers of the 
Dairy Development Department having jurisdiction over the 
area in the prescribed form No. 1. The Officer concerned shall 
make such enquiries as he deems fit regarding the purpose 
and bona fides of the applicant Society and forward the appli 
cation to the Director of Dairy Development with his recom 
mendation . The officer concerned shall also consult the con 
cerned Deputy Registrar of Co-operative Societies regarding 
the soundness of the Society , the eligibility for loan and the 
repaying capacity of the Society . 

6. No loan shall ordinarily be sanctioned to a Society which 
has defaulted payments in respect of any loan already taken 
from Government. 

7 . All loans granted by the Society under these rules to 
its members shall be subject to these rules in addition to the 
rules of the Society . 
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8. The maximum amount of loan the society can sanction 
to each member shall be limited to Rs. 500 or the amount 
to which he is eligible as per the bye-laws of the Society 
whichever is less. 

9. (a ) Loans granted to a Society for the purchase of 
cattle shall bear interest at 4 per cent per annum . : 

( b ) Penal interest at 242 per cent over the normal interest 
will be levied by the Government for defaulted payments by 
the Societies. 

( c ) The Societies shall not realise more than 5 per cent 
interest and penal interest at such rates as provided in the 
bye-laws or 242 per cent whichever is higher, from their 
members. 

10. The repayment of loan with interest shall be made in 
11 monthly instalments by the Society. The principal shall 
be paid in 10 equal monthly instalments and the entire interest 
in one instalment thereafter. The first instalment of repay 
ment shall fall due after the expiry of two months from the 
date of disbursement of the loan. Subsequent instalments shall 
be paid on the corresponding dates of the succeeding months. 
Repayment shall be made by remittance in the nearest treasury 
or by cash payment to Co -operative Inspector of the Dairy 
Development Department for which receipt should be obtained . 

11. The Society receiving a loan shall utilise the loan for 
the purpose for which it is sanctioned within one month from 
the date of disbursement of the loan . The Society shall also 
furnish to the Director of Dairy Development a utilisation 
certificate from the Assistant Dairy Officer of the Dairy Develop 
ment Department within 2 months from the date of receipt of 
the loan . 

12. If the loan is not utilised for the purpose for which 
it is granted within the period prescribed in rule 11, the loan 
shall forthwith become repayable to the Government and shall 
be remitted in full in one lump sum together with interest, due 
thereon till the date of repayment and such sums not excee ling 
the amount of the loan as may be fixed by the authority who 
sanctioned the loan, towards damages. 

13. If the value of the milch cattle purchased by a member 
of the society is less than the amount received by him from 
the Society , the society shall collect and remit back the excess 
amount to Government immediately without waiting for the 
expiry of the period for which the advance was sanctioned . 
Repayment shall be by remittance in the nearest treasury or by 
cash payment to the Director of Dairy Development for which 
receipt should be obtained . 

14. When the society is in default either in respect of an 
instalment of principal interest any sum paid by it may be 
appropriated in the following manner or in any other manner 
as the authority who sanctioned the loan may deem fit: 

1. Penal interest. 
2. Interest . 
3. Principal. 


15. The Society shall get an agreement from the members 
that the milch cattle purchased with the loan will not be parted 
with , pledged , sold or otherwise disposed of or transferred 
without the previous sanction in writing of the Society so 
long as there is any balance outstanding to the Society provided 
that where the Society considers that it is not economic for the 
borrower to retain the animal, they may permit the borrower 
to dispose of the animal subject to the following conditions : 

( 1 ) The borrower shall replace the animal with one or 
more fresh animals the value of which as estimated by the 
Society shall not be less than the amount due from the 
borrower at the time of replacement. 

( 2 ) The replacement shall be approved by the Board of 
Directors of the Society . 

( 3 ) The borrower shall execute a fresh bond in favour 
of the Society hypothecating the new animal animals as 
security . 

16. The Co- operative Society obtaining the loan shall execute 
a mortgage deed in Form - D creating a first charge on the 
assets of the Society acquired with the loan amount and on all 
the properties movable or immovable of the Society . 

17. The Society shall permit the members to whom the loan 
is given to repay the loan amount with interest in not more 
than 11 months in monthly instalments from the date on which 
the loan was granted to them . 

18. Until repayments of the loan in full with interest, the 
members of Societies shall keep the milch cattle insured against 
death due to disease or accident for its full value to the satis 
faction of the Director of Dairy Development. Such insurance 
shall be effected within one month from the date of purchase 
of the cattle and the policy endorsed in favour of the Governor . 

19. If at any time the Director of Dairy Development is 
satisfied that a Society has violated any one or more of the 
conditions under which the loan has been sanctioned , or that 
the loan has not been used for the purpose for which it was 
granted or that the Society has committed two consecutive 
defaults in the payment of the instalments or has committed 
breach of all or any of these rules, the Director of Dairy 
Development shall after recording the grounds for his decision 
take steps for the recovery of the entire outstanding amount 
of the loan with interest in a lump. 

20 . All sums to be recovered under these rules shall be 
recoverable under the provisions of the Revenue Recovery Act 
for the time being in force as if such sums are arrears of land 
revenue jointly and severally from the properties, movable and 
immovable of the Society and the concerned members to whom 
the loans are given . 

21. The Director of Dairy Development or any officer 
authorised by him shall have the power to call for the accounts 
of the loanee societies relating to any accounting year and 
inspect the records . 
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22. If any doubt or dispute arises as to the construction or 
implication of any of these rules or regarding any matter 
under or by virtue of or in respect of these rules, such doubt 
or dispute shall be referred to Govenment for decision and their 

decision shall be final and binding on the society and its

The industrial dispute between the management of Burmah Shell 
Oll Storage and Distributing Co. of India Ltd., Ernakulam and their 
workmen represented by the General Secretary, Petroleum Workers 
Union , Ernakulam was referred to this court for adjudication by Order 
No. L4-51659|61-2 |HLD of the Health and Labour Department of the 
Government of Kerala dated 18-6-1961. The following are the two issues 
referred to adjudication : 

( 1 ) Discharge of T. K. Padmanabhan and K. J. Antony. 
( 2 ) Justifiability or otherwise of the strike by the drivers and 

cleaners and their wages for the strike period.

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2. The union Aled their statement on 17-7-61. According to the union 
the discharge of the workers Shris Padmanabhan and Antony is illegal 
and unjustifiable . The management started the disciplinary action against 
the workers to victimise them for their trade union activities. There is 
no bona fides in taking out this proceedings against the workmen . The 
union has also a case that there is absolutely no evidence to sustain a 
finding of guilty against the workers. The discharge order is unsustain 
able and the workers must be reinstated with back wages and continuity 
of service. Under issue No. 2 the union contends that the management 
paid wages for the strike days and that issue regarding the justifiability 
or otherwise of the strike has become superfluous and it is not necessary 
to enter a finding regarding issue No. 2 

3. The management filled their reply statement on 7-8-1961. Accord 
ing to the management the workmen were charge-sheeted after calling 
for their explanations. An enquiry was duly conducted at which they have 
been afforded full opportunity of explaining the alleged charges against 
them and cross- examine the witnesses and for adducing their own evidence , 
if any. The enquiry was properly and fairly conducted and on the materials 
has been proved. Considering the finding and gravity of the misconduct

is submitted by 
the management that the action taken by the management is just and 
proper, based on materials and bona fide and no ground exists for inter 
has also contradicted the various allegations in the union statement 
are not entitled to any relief. Under issue No. 2 the management con 
management has never resorted to unfair labour practice and it is not 
correct to say that there is any estranged relationship . The workmen 
started strike against the written agreements, the provisions of law , 
and against all accepted principles and opposed to the interest of the 
company and the proper working of the installation .

5. The union examined in this court the discharged workmen Shris 
Padmanabhan and Antony and also Shris Michael, the Assistant Secre 
tary of the Union ; O. J. Antony , another driver and M. T. George. The 
management examined the enquiry officer Shri Chopra and marked 
Exts. M1 to M14 . Shri Chopra was the installation Manager at Erna 
kulam at the time of the occurrence. 

6. Ext. M3 is the charge against Shri K. J. Antony. He is the driver 
of the lorry.

7. As stated in Ext. M3 and 4 an enquiry was conducted on 15-5-1961. 
In the enquiry the workmen were represented by one Shri P. K. Kaimal. 
Both the workers were present. At the outset the enquiry officer Shri 
Chopra explained the charges to the workmen and then the management 
examined Shris 
Pasupathy, watchmen and Neelakantan, gate checker. The workers 
were also questioned . Before Ext. M3 and M4 charge- sheets the work 
men gave Ext. Mi and M2 statements on 6-5-1961, the date of the 
incident. The formal charge-sheets Ext. M3 and M4 were given to the 
workers on 9-5-1961. In Ext. M3 and M4 though the enquiry was fixed 
on 12-5-1961, actually the enquiry was started and closed only on 
15-5-1961. On 16-5-1961 the initials of Neelakantan underneath a churn 
was verified . Ext. M6 is the finding of the enquiry officer. On the basis 
of the evidence in the enquiry the workers were found guilty of both 
charges. Then the management took the decision to discharge the 
workers. 

8. The powers of an industrial tribunal to interfere with the finding 
of an enquiry officer and the sentence of punishment passed by the 
management are now well established by a series of decisions. The 
leadmy case on the point is the Iron and Steel Company Ltd. case re 
ported in 1958 I L.L.J. 260. There the tribunal is given the power of 
interference only under limited circumstances set out below : 

(t) when there is want of good faith , 
(il) when there is victimisation or unfair labour practice, 
(iii) when the management has been guilty of a basic error or 

violation of a principle of natural justice , and 
(iv) when on the materials the finding is completely baseless or 

perverse 
Interference by this court is permissible only if the instant case comas 
within one or other of the clauses given above. It has to be seen whether 
the enquiry and the findings in the instant case is vitiated by any of 
the infirmities laid down in the above reported case. 

9. The case of the management is that Shris K. J. Antony and 
7. K. Padmanabhan , the driver and cleaner respectively in lorry No. K.L.R. 
2680 left the installation in the early hours of 5-5-61 for Kunnamkulam 
with 6,000 litres of petrol and 4 churns of oil. The petrol and oil were 
to be given delivery in Kutti Hassan Kutti s pump at Kunnamkulam . 


The entire quantity of petrol and 3 churns of oil were given delivery thero. 
The 4th churn according to the driver could not be delivered there as 
churn containing oil was unaccording disposed off during the trip . 
The lorry returned at 1.05 a.m. on the 6th with 4 empty churns. 
lorry was stopped at the gate to give delivery receipts. Antony further 
the gate there were two watchmen Shris Kaluram and Pasupathy. The 
and without giving time to the watchmen to check the lorry, he drove 
the lorry inside the installation . In the installation already one churn 
was kept filled with oil . This was already arranged there eariier and 
as soon as the lorry reached the installation , the full churn was placed in 
the lorry and one of the empty churns was removed from there. Actually 
according to the company the lorry came with 4 empty churns. The 
one full churn subsequently found in the lorry was taken from inside 
the installation . Both Padmanabhan and Antony left the installation 
before day break . Padmanabhan left at 1.30 p.m. i.e., immediately after 
the arrival of the lorry, while Antony slept at the time office and 
lext at 4.25 a.m. They did not punch their cards when they left. Subse 
quently they punched their cards after morning. This was done to get 
overtime allowance from 1.30 p.m. to 6 a.m. The practice in the com 
pany is that if workers return with the lorry after mid -night they are 
allowed to stay in the company till day break and their stay in the 
company during this time is taken as if the workers are on duty and 
they are paid overtime for this period. In order to get overtime the 
workers punched their card only in the morning although they left the 
delivery of oil they have to stop at the gate and then the watchmen 
have to be invited to check the oil churns. They have to hand over 
the receipts and then enter the installation. This particular driver 
Mr. Antony stopped the lorry at the gate just to hand over the receipt 
and it was received without checking. He passed over the receipt and 
stated that the lorry contained 3 empty and one full churns. He 

did 
not wait tnere so as to allow the watchmen to check it. This was done 
with a view to hide the fact that all the four churns in the lorry were 

The gate checker Neelakantan saw one full churn near the 
steps of the petrol filling shed platform on 5-5-61 and he initialled and 
dated on the drum in the bottom . He reported this fact to Shris N. A. 
Mathew and G. N. Rajan , the foremen . Both these witnesses Shris 
N. A. Mathew and G. N. Rajan also gave evidence in the enquiry stating 
that the gate checker reported to them that a churn was lying near 
the petrol shed and he further told them that he had initialled and dated 
the drum in the bottom . This same drum was found in the lorry of 
Antony on 6-5-61. The following day after checking gate passes and 
delivery receipts Neelakantan the Gate checker searched for the filled 
churn that he initialled the previous day . He did not see it in the place 
where it was the previous day . He found three empty and one filled 
drum on lorry No. K.L.R. 2686. Then he looked for the filled drum left 
on 5-5-61. 

He found an empty drum in the place where the filled drum 
was. 

But that empty drum did not have his initial. When he searched 
the lorry K.L.R. No. 2686 he found there the filled drum which bore 
his initial and date. Thus the filied churn initialled and dated by Neela 
kantan the gate checker was found in the lorry K.L.R. No. 2686 . 
Immediately on finding this Neelakantan told the two Foremen N. A. 
Mathew and G. N. Rajan about this. They have also given evidence re 
garding this . On that day Pasupathy was in charge of the gate. 
Kaluram was also there. The particulars in the gate pass book were 
entered by Kaluram as Pasupathy who was in charge of the gate does 
not know how to read and write well. Both these watchmen stated 
that the lorry stopped at the gate just to hand over the receipts and 
it did not wait for checking . Antony told the gate keeper that he has 
brought back three empty and one filled oil churns. On the basis of this 
information given by Antony Kaluram recorded this in the book . 
usual practice is to stop the lorry at the gate and then hand over the

churns and seal it and record the particulars in the books maintained

for the purpose. This usual procedure was not followed in the case of 
K. J. Antony s lorry on 6-5-61 when he returned at 1 a.m. from Kunnam 
kulam Thus the evidence of Neelakantan and the two watchmen 
corroborated by the evidence of the Foremen Shris Mathew and Rajan 
clearly prove the second misconduct in the charge -sheet. 

10. The evidence of watchmen clearly show that Padmanabhan left 
the installation at about 1.30 a.m. without punching the card . They 
also stated that he did not punch the card before 6 a.m. Padmanabhan 
admits that he left at 1.45 a.m. without punching the card. His case 
is that he returned to the installation at 6 a.m. and punched the card. 
The version spoken by Padmanabhan stating that he punched the card 
at 6 a.m. is not corroborated by the evidence 

of 

anyone. However it is 
quite clear from the evidence of the watchmen and admission of 
Padmanabhan that Padmanabhan left the installation immediately after 
1.30 a.m. Without puncing the card . This clearly proves the irregularity 
of Padmanabhan in punching time card. As regards Antony he was 

for some time and he left the installation at 4.25 a.m. without 
punching the card . Both watchmen have spoken that nton left the 

stallation at 4.25 a.m. without punching the card. The enquiry officer 
has accepted the evidence of the watchmen and found Antony also 
guilty of the irregularity in punching the card . The enquiry officer 
has found both workmen guilty of the first misconduct also . 

11 . The evidence of the management witness Shri Neelakantan 
shows that a full churn was found lying near the petrol can shed . He 
checked and initialled the churn with the date before leaving the instal 
lation at 6.30 p.m. on 5-5-61. He conveyed this information to the two 
Foremen Shris Mathew and Rajan. There is no evidence to show which 
of the two accuseds placed this full churn at the place where it was 
found. This must have been aone secretly by one of the two workers . 
The following day, i.e., 6-5-61 Neelakantan looked for the full churn 
left by him on 5-5-61. He found an empty drum in the place where the 
full churn was. But that empty drum was not having his initials. Then 
he made a search in the lorry No. 2686. He then found in the lorry the 
full drum bearing his initials with date . There is also no evidence to 
show which of the two accuseds removed the full churn and replaced 
the empty one from the lorry. There is also no evidence prove which 
or the two accused disposed of one of the full churns during their 
Kunnamkulam trip . At the gate on the return trip it is the driver 
Antony who told the watchman on duty that his lorry contained 3 empty 
and one full churn This was not correct. All the four churns were 

empty . This wrong information was given by Antony. Again the watch 
men at the gate were not giver sufficient time for checking up the lorry . 
The lorry was rather suddenly taken into the installation by Antony. 
So the port that the lorry contained 3 empty and one full churn was 
by Antony. Again it is Antony who stopped the lorry just to hand 
over the receipt and did not wait at the gate to give sufficient time to 
the watchman to check up the lorry . The available evidence is against 
Antony alone. There is no evidence against Padmanabhan . No witness 

and delivery note are 
written by Antony. The charge against Padmanabhan is that he in 
conjunction with Antony fradulently disposed off the contends of the oil 
churn . Driver Antony is in charge of the lorry. It is his duty to give 
delivery of the oil and petrol to the customers of the company and take 
back the balance. If there is shortage it is his duty to account for it 
and he is responsible for it. Admittedly there is shortage of one full 
churn of oll and the driver is responsible for that. There is no evidence 
against Padmanabhan also having taken part in fraudulently disposing of 
officer that Padmanabhan is also guilty is a baseless finding unsupported 

The management 
has not adduced any evidence against Padmanabhan Implicating him 
also in the transaction. I find Padmanabhan not guilty of theft, fraud 
or fraudulent disposal of the oil. Padmanabhan is guilty of Irregularity in 
punching time cards. But the punishment for the Arst Irregular punching 
is warning. There is no case that Padmanabhan was guilty of Irregular 
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punching previously . So the punishment for irregular punching on 
6-5-1961 is only warning. Antony is guilty of the both charges and I 
upheld his discharge . Shri Padmanabhan is not guilty of the second 
charge and he has to be reinstated with back wages and continuity of 
service . 

12 . The second issue is regarding justifiability of the strike: There 
was strike in the company from 27th May to 29th May, 1961. Now the 
company has paid the workers the wages for the strike period and as a 
result of strike none of the workers had to suffer any punishment and 
according to the learned Union advocate Shri M. V. Joseph this issue 
now become superfluous. But the management advocate

K. 

The finding 
on issue No. 2 is called for with a view to take disciplinary action against 
the workers who have taken part in the strike if the management could 
of the strike, themoung is arrived at as to the justifiability or otherwise 

management is not at liberty to take proceedings against 
the workers who had taken part in the strike. The stand taken by the 
management seems to be correct. Ext. M9 dated 15-6-59 is a long term 
agreement between the management and the union. In Ext. M9 Article 
25" 

is the provision regarding strike. The union by Ext. M9 undertook 
not to resort to go on slow . The union further undertook to give the 
company 14 days clear notice of any intention to strike if the union 
would start strike only after following the collective grievance procedure 
established in Clause 2 of Ext. M9. So before the commencement of a 
strike it is essential for the union to satisfy two conditions:-(i) they 
have to give 14 days clear notice of their intention to strike, ( ii ) the 
union has to follow the collective grievance procedure laid down in 
Clause 2 . The union did not satisfy either of these conditions before 
launching the strike. The strike started on 27th May was in violation 
of these provisions. So there is no justification on the part of the union 
to start an immediate strike disregarding the very provisions they have 
entered into with the management and it must be said that the strike 
was unjustifiable. 

13. The strike was started on 27th of May, 1961. It came to an end 
on 29th of May, 1961. We are now in 1963. Now the establishment is 
going on well and there is cordial relationship between labour and 
management. Any attempt on the part of the management to take 
proceedings against the workers who took part in the strike, could bring 
about estranged relationships between management and labour. It will be 
advisable not to take any action against the workers who had struck 
work on 27 th May 1961 after the lapse of so many months and parti 
cularly at this time of national emergency. I appeal to the manage 
ment not to resort to any such action . 

14. The driver Antony is guilty of both charges and his discharge 
is upheld . T. K. Padmanabhan is guilty of only Irregularities in punching 
the time cards for which the punishment is only warning. There is no 
evidence against Shri Padmanabhan in the management enquiry to prove 
the offence of theft, fraud or fraudulent disposition of the contents of the 
oil churn in conjunction with the driver Antony. I find Padmanabhan 
not guilty of the second charge. His discharge order is set aside. He 
is reinstated in service with back wages and continuity of service . 
• 15. I pass this Award as stated above and the same shall become 
enforceable after 30 days of its publication in the Government Gazette .

AWARD 
This industrial dispute between the above parties was referred to 
this Court by Government for adjudication under Section 10 ( 1 ) ( c ) of 
the Industrial Disputes Act of 1947 (Central Act XIV of 1947 ) . by order 
No. L4-32672|62-2HLD dated 12-6-1962. The question referred for 
adjudication relates to : 

" Dismissal of Srl E. N. Govinda Pillal." 
The case put forward by the Union is the following : 

Sri E. N. Govinda Pillai was working as a building supervisor under 
the management concern. On 26-2-62 he was given a memo to explain 
an alleged variation in the measurement of lime purchased by him for 
the management on the same day. He gave an explanation on 28-2-1962. 
Thereupon the management gave another memo dated 9-3-62 maldns 
certain charges of misconduct against him and also directing him to 
be present at an enquiry to be held on 14-3-62 . No explanation was 
called for to the second memo. An enquiry was conducted on 14-3-62 and 
thereafter by letter dated 22-3-62 he was dismissed from service. He 
was drawing Rs. 80 at the time of his dismissal. The punishment imposed 
upon the employee is vitiated . The employee was not given any oppor 
tunity to submit his explanation to the charges of misconduct made in 
the management s second memo dated 9-3-62. In the first memo, there 
was no allegation of any misconduct. The management was determined 
to conduct an enquiry before they could consider the employee s explana 
tion . The findings of the enquiry are vitiated by basic error of facts 
The punishment imposed is out of proportion to the gravity of the mis 
conduct charged and motive of victimisation is patent. The charges 
themselves are contradictory to each other, 
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It is therefore prayed by the Union that an award be passed re 
instating Sri E. N. Govinda Pillai with back wages . 

The Management has raised the following contentions : 

The dispute in question had not been sponsored by the workmen or 
an appreciable number of workmen of the management. The dispute 
referred for adjudication is hence not an industrial dispute and this 
Court has no jurisdiction to adjudicate the same. Sri E. N. Govinda 
Pillai was dismissed from service for a misconduct proved against him . 
.conduct was served on him and a domestic enquiry was held . Witnesses 
were examined at the enquiry and he was given every opportunity to 

He was present 
at the enquiry. On the materials available at the enquiry he was found 
guilty of the misconduct and dismissed from service. The misconduct 
proved against him was fraud or dishonesty in connection with the com 
pany s business or property and gross negligence in the performance of 
his duties in that 100 cubic feet of lime which he purchased as 
company s direction when remeasured in his presence immediately 
after the lime was brought to the company s premises was found to 
measure only 58-5 cubic feet. Taking into consideration the gravity of 
dismissal of Sri Govinda Pillat is for proper and justifiable reasons. The 
enquiry conducted was free and fair and no principle of natural justice 
was violated by the management in the conduct of the enquiry. The 
punishment imposed is not in any way excessive or harsh. The manage 
ment have lost confidence in the discharge of duties by Sri Govinda Pillai 
as building supervisor and in no view of the matter should he be ordered 
to be reinstated . 

It is therefore prayed by the management that an award be passed 
upholding the contentions of the management. 

The Union has filed a rejoinder reiterating the allegations in their 
statement and controverting the contentions of the management. They 
further add that the dispute referred to is an industrial dispute , spon 
sored by a substantial majority of workmen employed by the manage 
ment. 

The questions that arise for consideration are: 
( 1 ) Whether this is an Industrial dispute or only an individual dis 

pute ? 
( 2 ) Whether the enquiry conducted and the resultant dismissal are 

justifiable ? If so and if not, what is the relief allowable ? 
The evidence in the case consists of the oral testimoney of WW1 and 
WW2 and Ext. W1 to W2( a ) on the Union s side and the oraltestimony of 
EW1 and Ext. Ei to E6 on the Management s side. 
Point No. 1 : 

The contention raised by the management is that none of the 
workers of the establishment have supported the cause of the dismissed 
worker Sri Govinda Pillai in order to convert it into a collective dispute. 
According to the union the workers of the establishment have supported 
the cause of the dismissed worker, and it was on that basis the union has 
taken up the dispute and as such the individual dispute has become an 
the principles laid down in 1961 II L.L.J. 436 which is to the effect that 
the persons who seek to support the cause of a workman must them 
selves be directly and substantially interested in the dispute while persons 
who are not employees of the same employer cannot be regarded as so 
interested and that by their support an individual dispute cannot be 
converted into an industrial dispute and the support of the union will 
not convert the dispute into a collective dispute since. According to the 
management the union is an industry -wise union. It is admitted by the 
union secretary that the present union consists of members from 2 mills 
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in that area. According to him the majority of the members of the union 
belong to the Asok Textiles. The majority of the workers of Asok 
Textiles are also the members of the union . He would further swear 
that there is a convener and a working committee of member workers 
of the Asok Textiles and that the said committee considered this matter 
and passed a resolution take up the cause of Govinda Pillai. Ext. W2 
is the minutes book containing the meeting of the committee representing 
the member workers of the Asok Union alone. There are 12 members 
and all these 12 members are workers of the Asok Textiles . Ext. W2 ( a ) 
is the proceedings of the said meeting in which all the 12 members have 
taken part . There is specific resolution in it to the effect that every 
step should be taken up by the Union to get the dismissed worker 
Govinda Pillai reinstated in the Asok Textiles. The genuineness of the 
minutes book Ext. W2 nor that of the committee meeting is disputed . 
The cross -examination also does not in any way questions the genuineness 
of this book . ww2 has further sworn that the implication of this resolu 
tion was explained in the meeting of the workers held after each shift, 
and none of them protested or opposed in the union proceeding with 
the cause of Govinda Pillai to see that he is reinstated . He frankly 
admits that there was no general body meeting as such of the workers 
of the establishment nor was there any resolution moved. He has also 
sworn to the fact that all these members who took part in the committee 
meeting were elected representatives of the workers of the Asok Textiles 
alone. According to the management this passing of the resolution by 
the committee of the workers of the management is not enough. I don t 
think the position taken up by the management is correct. It can be 
inferred in any case that these 12 workers in their capacity as represen 
tatives or atleast as individuals have supported the cause. The Union 
has also takrn up the cause on the basis of this resolution. These cir 
cumstances do show that the workers of the Asok Textiles have supported 
or sponsored the cause of the dismissed worker. The learned counsel 
for the union further argued that on facts also the present case is 
different from the facts which gave rise to the Ruling in 1961 II L.L.J. 
436. In that case the very reference order or the terms of reference by 
the Government indicated that the dispute was primarily between the 
Hindu , Bombay and the appellant therein Sri Salivateeswaran , a single 
employee relating to his claim though supported by the union while 
in this case the very terms of reference shows that the dispute was 
between the management and the Alwaye Textile Workers Union so 
that it was pointed out that prima facie even the reference order showed 
that it was an industrial dispute and not an individual dispute . Accord 
ing to the learned counsel the burden of proving whether the individual 
dispute has converted into an industrial dispute arises only when it is 
questioned by the management and in this case when the management 
has questioned it the Union secretary, ww2, has produced the minutes 
of the committee exclusively consisting of members elected from the 
workers of the establishment showing that they are sponsoring the cause 
of the dismissed worker. He further urged that since the committee was 
the establishment and a resolution passed by such a representative body 
does really show that it is supported by the workmen of the establish 
ment. Even in the ruling in 1961 II L.L.J. 436 it has been held by Their 
Lordship that a union of the workmen of the establishment by support 
ing the cause of an individual worker can convert the dispute into a col 
lective one, and in the absence of a union a body of workmen can 
similarly do it. Here as has been pointed out it is the representative 
committee of the workers that has passed the resolution sponsoring the 
cause . Hence even on the basis of the ruling relied on by the manage 
ment the necessary evidence has been adduced to show that the individual 
dispute has been converted into an industrial dispute. I believe WW2 and 
also rely on Ext . W2(a ) in finding that the workers of the estabiishment 
have sponsored the cause of the dismissed worker. I therefore hold this 
point in favour of the Union . 


Point No. 8 : 

The fact that an enquiry was conducted and that the dismissed 
worker took part in the enquiry and that tne dismissal was a resut of 
the enquiry are admitted. Hence this Court can interfere with the 
domestic enquiry only in case if it is shown that in the domestic enquiry 
there has been an infringement of the principles laid down by the ruling 
in 1958 1 L.L.J. 260. According to the union s statement the finding 
of the enquiry is perverse since it is not based on any evidence and that 
there has been violation of natural justice which gives a right to this 
court to interfere with the domestic enquiry and set aside the dismissal. 
The incident which was the foundation of this enquiry was that the 
management directed Sri Govinda Pillal on 26-2-1962 to purchase 100 
cubic feet of lime for construction work . He brought the lime 

and 
told the management that he has purchased 100 c.ft. of lime at the 
rate of Rs. 75 per 100 c.it. When the lime was brought in the company 
lorry, Mr. Naginkbadami the sales manager thought that the quantity 
was less and liat he therefore directed one Joseph to re -measure the 
same. It was first measured by a tape in the lorry itself when Govinda 
Pillai told him that measuring by tape would not be correct since it has 
been measured by a c.it., measure willen he bought the same. The sales 
manager then directed to have it measured with a c.ft. measure and 
accordingly a c.ft. measure was made and the lime was measured by 
Joseph with the help of coolies Ibrahim and Sulaiman and it was found 
that the quantity of lime was only 58 1/2 c.ft. On the basis of this Ext. El 
was served on Govinda Pillai calling on him to explain for the variation 
in the quantity . Ext. E2 is the explanation given by Govinda . Pillai 
wherein he stated that he purchased the lime from K. K. Kumaran s 
depot and that he measured 100 c.ft. into the company lorry and there 
after the lorry was brought with the lime to the company . He further 
states that when the lime was remeasured it will show only , a lesser 
particles in the lime and also due to the difference in the way of measure 

quantity since the lime might have been solidified due to the water 
ment as well as the measure. He adus that he has bona fuery and urutn 
fully taken the measure at the time when it was put into the lorry . 
Thereafter -Ext. E3 charge sheet was given to him on 9-3-1962 informing 
him that his misconduct was to be enquired into at 10 a.m. on 14-3-1962 
by the works manager of the mills the misconduct consisting of " fraud 
or dishonesty in connection with the company s business or property and 
gross negligence in the performance of his duties in that 100 c.ft., of 
lime which he purchased as per company s direction when remeasured 
in his presence immediately after it was brought into the company s. 
premises was found to measure only 58.5 c.ft. The enquiry proceedings 

ave been produced as Ext. E4. Ext. E5 is the finding of the enquiry 
officer who was examined as EW1 in this case . The finding is that 
Govinda Pillai has committed fraud and dishonesty of the purchase of 
lime. The finding was submitted to the manager who accepted 
the finding and ordered dismissal of ww1. The endorsement of 
the manager is Ext. E5 (a ). Ext. E6 is the copy of the dismissal order. 
One of the main objections raised by the learned counsel for the union 
is that ww1 was not given an opportunity to submit any explanation 
regarding the charge of fraud and dishonesty before Ext. E3 was served 
on him . A comparison of Ext. E1 and E3 will show that in Ext. E1 he has 
only been called to give an explanation for the variation in the quantity 
on remeasurement while in Ext. E3 fraud and dishonesty as well as gross 
negligence of performance of duties are alleged. In the finding , ES. 
the enquiry officer has not entered any inding regarding the gross 
negligence which necessarily leads to the inference that there has been 
no negligence or that there was no evidence regarding the negligence. 
The enquiry officer was cxamined as EW1 and a definite question was 
asked to him in the cross examination whether Govinda Pillai was found 
guilty of the charges on the alleged ground of variation in the measure 
ment to which he gave a negative answer , but added that he was asked 
to bring 100 c.ft., of lime and he brought only 58.5 c.ft., of lime. If the 
variation 

wag not the foundation of fraud and dishonesty , then the 
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finding of the enquiry officer is necessarily baseless. Of course he has 
modified his answer by stating that he was asked to bring 100 c.ft. but 
brought only 58.5 c.ft. The evidence in the domestic enquiry itself 
shows that 100 c.ft. of lime was measured by K. K. Kumaran into the 
lorry in the presence of the lorry driver who saw and heard the measure 
ment and that the lorry was straight away brought to the company. 
The evidence of Naginkbadamiwould go to show that he directed È . M. 
Joseph to remeasure the lime in the presence of Govinda Pillai and accord 
ing to Joseph it was found only to contain 58.5 c.ft. There is no evidence 
in the domestic enquiry to show that the measure used for remeasuring 
was verified in the presence of Govinda Pillai. It has also come out even 
in the domestic enquiry that Govinda Pillai was not present throughout 
the remeasuring. The enquiry officer, EW1,has stated that the measuring 
was verified on the request of wwi but there is nothing in the enquiry 
report to show this fact. EW1 has further admitted to a question whether 
there was any evidence in the enquiry that lime was remeasured in the 
presence of wwi, his answer was " not completely " . In other words 
the statement of wwi that he was not present throughout the re 
measuring is correct. A perusal of the domestic enquiry will also show 
that Ibrahim , the person who remeasured the lime and whose evidence 
has been accepted by implication by the enquiry officer, has stated that 
Govinda Pillai came there only twice at the time of remeasurement. He 
has also admitted in the domestic enquiry that he has not measured 
lime before and that he was measuring lime for the first time. The 
finding that 58.5 c.ft. of lime alone was brought to the mills by Govinda 
Pillai must be based on some evidence in the domestic enquiry and it 
can only be on the basis of the evidence of Ibrahim and Joseph . Joseph 
also admits that it was Ibrahim who measured it and according to him 
Ibrahim measured it more or less in the same way in which the seller 
of lime measures it. In the finding also EW1 has not stated that he 
believes Joseph or Ibrahim completely or partly in contra distinction 

to 
the statement that the evidence of Govinda Pillai and driver Raman Nair 
regarding the fact of the whole lime being put into the lorry is not 
believable . In other words, he has discarded the evidence of driver Raman 
Nair and Govinda Pillai on the basis of the variation in the measurement. 
Since he has not pointed out any evidence which forms the foundation 
of the inference that the remeasurement was correct, one has to wade 
through the evidence at the domestic enquiry . On going through the 
evidence of Joseph and Ibrahim it could be seen distinctly that Govinda 
Pillai was not present throughout the remeasurement and that nothing 
was done to ascertain whether the measure used was correct or not. 
Regarding the method of measurement also even Joseph has stated that 
Ibrahim has done it approximately in the way in which the usual lime 
seller does it. I have pointed out these portions not for appreciation 
of the same as an Appellate Court but those are facts that emerged 
from their evidence and no reasonable man can on the basis of such 
evidence draw an inference that a remeasurement was done correctly 
which necessarily leads to the further inference that no finding could 
be based the variation which is, what has been done by Ewi. The 
management has no case that any money was paid to Govinda Pillai nor 
he r ceived the money from the management. It has come out from the 

enquiry officer s evidence that the bill alone was prepared and the amount 
was paid to the owner of the line the next day. No explanation is offered 
as to why the bill was passed in full if the sales manager , Mr. Nagin 
kbadami knew after the measurement that there was variation the 
previous day while the payment is on the next day . In the light of 
these, it was urged that the finding entered can only be termed as per 
verse. The learned counsel for the union even urged that the enquiry 
officer has not taken into consideration the evidence of Ibrahim , Joseph 
and Kumaran or the sales manager in entering the finding . He also 
Interpreted that, as shutting out the evidence by the enquiry officer which 
were in favour of the dismissed worker which offends against natural 
justice. He also urged that this non - consideration of this evidence as 
prejudicially affected the case of the worker. It was only for that pur 
pose I have pointed out the pieces of evidence from that of Joseph and

Ibrahim supra . He argued that even Joseph stated that on a remeasure 
ment of lime there would be variation though not to the extent found. 
Similar portions of the evidence of Kumaran and the sales manager 
the dismissed worker was prejudiced in finding by the enquiry officer 
that Govinda Pillai was guilty of fraud and dishonesty. One such piece 
of evidence related to the age of the measure while from Kumaran s 
lime contained water particles due to which the lime would become 

it was pointed out that he had used an old box and that the 
smaller in quantity on remeasuring. The want of evidence regarding 
the fact of the verification of the measure with which the lime was re 
measured was relied on to show that there was denial of natural justice, 
for according to the learned counsel for the union that if the person who 
had verified the measure had been examined , Govinda Pillai would have 
had 

an opportunity to cross examine him and to show that the new 
measure was not correct . Thus the management did not give him an 
opportunity to show that the measure used was either false or incorrect 

There is some force in the above argument because 
in the woi ker s explanation he had stated that the lime once measured 
when remeasured may show variation due to various reasons of which 
one of the reasons was that the measure may not be correct or it was 
not measured by a proper person . Yet an other argument urged by the 
learned counsel was that the enquiry officer did not decide about the 
of service of Govinda Pillai before ordering dismissal. It has come 
punishment nor the manager took into consideration the clean record 
out in evidence from Ewi that he had about 10 years of service and 
even for the first offence and which offence according to the learned 
according to EW1 there was no antecedence about his service so that 
counsel had not been proved ww1 was given a punishment of 
circumstance of victimisation or unfair labour practice. As against these 

extreme punishment itself according to the learned counsel is a 
since Govinda Pillai had admitted that 100 c.ft. of lime was purchased 
and since it has come cut that on remeasurement immediately after the 
same was brought to the establishment the large quantity of variation 
did lead to the inference that there was fraud and dishonesty practised 
by the worker. The learned counsel very strenuously urged before me that 
since in the reply, Ext. E2, the worker had not denied his presence at the 
time of remeasuring , it must be presumed that he must be present and as 
such the remeasurement was taken properly and that Govinda Pillai was 
bound to explain the large variation in the quantity. It was also argued 

in a domestic enquiry it was not necessary that the guilt of the 
misconduct should be proved to the hilt as in a criminal court but the 
enquiry officer was at liberty to believe any of the witnesses and enter 
a finding regarding the misconduct He also pointed out that Ibrahim , 
were really disbelieved and it was the management s case that Govinda 
Pillai had not purchased 100 c.ft. of lime. It was therefore urged before 
me that the enquiry officer s finding was correct and that it ought to 
was not substantiated by him . He was not able to give me any definite 
explanation as to why no opportunity was given to the worker to question 
the person who verified the measure with which the lime was remeasured . 
In this court also no evidence is adduced to show that the measure was 
verified before remeasuring excepting the casual reference made by EW1 
that he came to note that the measure had been verified at the instance 
of Govinda Pillai. No such question has been asked to WW1 when he 
was cross-examined in this court. In the cross-examination , on the other 
hand, he definitely stated that he does not know whether the remeasuring 
was done with a box of one cubic foot. He has also definitely denied 
that he was not present when the remeasurement took place and he has 
denied that he never gave instructions to Ibrahim for the purpose of 
measuring though he would say that he told that he had no objection 
to have the lime remeasured . Hence considering all these circumstances 


that 
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I And that the finding entered by the enquiry officer is not supported 
by any evidence worth the name in the domestic enquiry and that in 
certain aspect of the enquiry, especially regarding the measure, there 
has been denial of natural justice. I therefore hold that the enquiry is 
not proper , and set aside the dismissal of Sri Govinda Pillai. 

The normal relief to be granted to the worker concerned is re- instate 
ment. But the management has strenuously opposed in granting him the 
said relief on the ground that the management has lost confidence in him . 
To substantiate this the learned counsel for the management urged before 
me that even though the enquiry officer has not entered any finding 
regarding the negligence, the necessary inference that 

reasonable man 
cat draw from the large variation in the measure is that Sri Govinda 
Pillai had not properly attended to his duty and that the company has 
been subjected to a loss. There is much furce in the above argument. 
When this fact is considered along with the sworn testimony of EW1, 
I hold that the reinstatement of Sri Govinda Pillai will not be proper. 
I would therefore give him the alternative relief, namely, compensation . 
It has come out in evidence that he has been in service for about 10 
years and that he has about 10 years more of service. He was getting 
a pay of Rs. 80 per mensem . He is not a technical man so that it will 
be very difficult for him at this age to get a job . Considering all these 
aspects of the case and considering his clean service record before the 
incident I would fix Rs. 2,000 as compensation over and above the back 
wages due to him till the date of the award . I have awarded him the 
back wages because I have found that the dismissal was wrongful and 
as such he must be presumed to have been in service. In the result, I pass 
an award to the effect that he will be paid his wages from the date of 
dismissal till the date of the award and a lump sum of Rs. 2,000 as 
compensation . 

The parties will bear their respective costs. This award will take 
effect on the expiry of 30 days from the date of its publication in the 
Government Gazette under Section 17 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 
1947.

of this Tribunal before whom an industrial dispute ( I.D. No. 41160 ) 
between the Opposite party and the staff including the complainant, is 
pending adjudication . 

The Opposite party in his counter statement has raised various 
contentions challenging the application both on merits and in law . 
According to him the complainant was proceeded against for the alleged 
misconduct of misappropriation of funds after issuing show.cause 
and placing him under suspension pending enquiry. The Opposite party 
would deny the averment that punishment of suspension has been impos 
ed 
against the employee is only at the stage of enquiry and no conclusion 
It is also contended that no violation of Section 33 is involved in the 
proceedings initiated aginst the complainant and that the complainant 
has not been dismissed or discharged in any manner to attract the juris 
diction under Section 33A of the Act. The Onnooite party has also 
contended that the complaint is liable to be dismissed on the preliminary 
grounds indicated in his counter statement without going into the merits 
of the various ailegations made therein . 

On 12-1-1963 when the dispute came up for evidence and disposal, 
the authorised representative of the Complainant, Sri C. M. Stephen has 
stated in writing in the complaint itself that he did not want to join 
issue on the preliminary point relating to jurisdiction (which accord 
ing to him is susceptable of two views) and that the complaint be treated 
as withdrawn on the exclusive ground of a possible jurisdictional in 
firmity , without prejudice to the contentions raised on the merits.

THE RESERVE BANK OF INDIA (AMENDMENT) ACT, 1962 

( Act 35 of 1962 ) 

An 

ACT 
further to amend the Reserve Bank of India Act, 1934, and to make 

certain consequential amendments in the State Bank of India Act, 
1955 . 

Be It enacted by Parliament in the Thirteenth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: 

1.2 Short title.This.. Act may be called the Reserve Bank of India 
( Amendment) Act, 1962.: 

2. Amendment of section 8. - To sub -section (2 ) of section 8 of the 
Reserve Bank of India Act, 1934 ( 2 of 1934 ), (hereinafter referred to as 
the principal Act ) , the following proviso shall be added, namely : 

" Provided that the Central Board may, if in its opinion it is neces . 
sary in the public interest so to do, permit the Governor or a Deputy 
Governor to undertake, at the request of the Central Government or 
any State Government, such part- time honorary work , whether 
related to the purposes of this Act or not, as is not likely to interfere 
with his duties as Governor or Deputy Governor, as the case may 
be."

scheduled bank to maintain with the Bank any balance which shall 
w be more than fifteen per cent of the total of its demand and time 
. liabilities as shown in the return referred to in sub- section ( 2 ) ." ; 

(d ) in sub-section ( 1B ), the following proviso shall be inserted at 
the end, namely : 

" Provided further that where the Bank does not, under sub 
section (5 ), demand the payment of the penalty imposed by sub 
section ( 3 ) , it may pay interest at such rate or rates as may be 
determined by the Bank from time to time on the amount actually 
maintained with it by the scheduled bank, notwithstanding that 
such amount is less than the balance required to be maintained in 
pursuance of a notification issued under the proviso to sub- section 
( 1 ) or under sub -section (1A ) ." ; 

(e ) for sub-section (5 ), the following sub-section shall be subs 
tituted , namely : 

" (5 ) (a ) The penalties imposed by sub-sections ( 3 ) and ( 4) 
shall be payable within a period of fourteen days from tha date 
on which a notice issued by the Bank demanding the payment of 
the same is served on the scheduled bank , and in the event of a

( b ) furnish such information to any banking company in accord 
ance with the provisions of section 45D . 
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45C . Power to call for returns containing credit Information .- ( 1) For 
the purpose of enabling the Bank to discharge its functions under this 
Chapter, it may at any time direct any banking company to submit to 
it such statements relating to such credit information and in such form 
and within such time as may be specified by the Bank from time to 
time. 

( 2 ) A banking company shall, notwithstanding anything to the con 
trary contained in any law for the time being in force or in any instru 
ment regulating the constitution thereof or in any agreement executed 
by it, relating to the secrecy of its dealings with its constituents, be 
bound to comply with any direction issued under sub -section ( 1 ) . 

45D . Procedure for furnishing credit information to banking coin

tion as may be specified in the application .

Provided that the information so furnished shall not disclose the 
names of the banking companies which have submitted such information 
to the Bank . 

( 3 ) The Bank may in respect of each application levy such fees, 
not exceeding twenty -five rupees, as it may deem fit for furnishing 
credit information . 

45E . Disclosure of information prohibited.- ( 1 ) Any credit informa 
tion contained in any statement submitted by a banking company under 
section 45C or furnished by the Bank to any banking company under 
section 45D , shall be treated as confidential and shall not, except for the 
purposes of this Chapter , be published or otherwise disclosed. 

( 2 ) Nothing in this section shall apply to 

( a ) the disclosure by any banking company, with the previous per 
mission of the Bank of any information furnished to the Bank under 
section 45C ; 

(b ) the publication by the Bank , if it considers necessary in the 
public interest 60 to do , of any information collected by it under 
section 45C, in such consolidated form as it may think fit without 
disclosing the name of any banking company or its borrowers. 

( 3) Notwithstanding anything contained in any law for the time 
being in force , no court, tribunal or other authority shall compel the 
Bank or any banking company to produce or to give inspection of any 
statement submitted by that banking company under section 45C or to 
disclose any credit information furnished by the Bank to that banking 
company under section 45D . 

45F . Certain claims for compensation barred . — No person shall have 
any right, whether in contract or otherwise, to eny compensation for

45G . Penalties.- ( 1) If any banking company- 

(a ) falls to submit any statement required under section 45C or 
submits under that section a statement which is false in any material

every director or other officer of the company and every other person 
who is knowingly a party to the breach shall be punishable with fine 
which may extend to two thousand rupees . 

( 2 ) If any person discloses any credit Information , the disclosure 
of which is prohibited under section 45E , he shall be punishable with 
imprisonment which may extend to six months or with fine which 
may extend to one thousand rupees or with both ." .

further to amend the Banking Companies Act, 1919. 

BE it enacted by Parliament in the Thirteenth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: 
1. Short title . This Act may be called the 

Banking Companies

Under Section 284 and 363 (3 ) of the Kerala Municipalities Act, 
1950, ( Act 11 of 1961) it is hereby notified for the information of the 
public that the Parur Municipal Council has by its resolution No. I 
dated 30-1-1963 resolved that with effect from 1-4-1963 and thereafter 
until otherwise notified , no place or person within the Parur Municipal 
limits, shall use or carry on any trade or business for any one or more of 
the purposes specified in scheduled III of the Kerala Municipalities Act 
1960 without the license of the Commissioner and except in accordance 
with the conditions specified therein . The fee that will be charged for 
the license is shown hereunder . 

1. The owner or occupier of every such place or trade shall apply 
to the Commissioner of the Municipality for a license or renewal of 
license for the use of such place or such purpose. Application for 
renewal beingmade not less than (30 ) thirty days before the commence 
ment of the year and application for trades or business to be newly opened 
shall be made not less than ( 30 ) thirty days before they are commenced . 

2. The Commissioner may by any order and under such restrictions 
and regulations as he thinks fit, grant or refuse to grant such license . 

3. Every such license shall expire at the end of the financial year 
unless for special reasons the Commissioner considers it should expire 
at an earlier date, when it shall expire at such carlier date as may be 
specified therein . 

4. Failure to take out license is punishable under Section 355 
of the Kerala Municipalities Act, 1960 and the trade or business is 
liable to be closed under Section 380 ( ) of the said Act. 

5. Application for licenses shall be submitted in the prescribed 
form which can be had from the Municipal Office at a cost of 8 np . 
and with the required court fee label affixed thereon and shall be 
accompanied by the fee prescribed therefor. 

6. Every grantee of a license shall at all reasonable times, while 
such license remains in force, produce the sameat the request of the 
Commissioner or his deputees. 

7. License taken out for one place cannot be utilised for any other 
place to which the trade is likely to be shifted during the current period 
of license. Fresh license should be taken for every change of place . 

8. In the case of hotels, restaurants, eating houses, coffee houses, 
laundries, barber saloons, the admission or service therein shall be 
available to any member of the public.
